and  that  Capt.  Clark,  of  the  Am- 
bufcade  Britiih  frigate,  had  been 
imprifoned  at  Copenhagen,  for 
taking  draughts  of  the  arfenal, 
and  other  futpicious  conduct. 

NEW-1  ORE,  Auguft  25.

"  I  this  day  faw  a  gentlemen 
of  the  American  Committee  who 
had  waited  on  Mr;  Pitt  in  compa- 
np  with  ivlr.  i?m  on  ;  he  fays  time 
Mr.  Pitt  allured  them  that  the  car- 
goes of  all  veiled*  brought  in  there, 
fliould  be  immediately  paid  for  to 
tiie  full  amount  of  the  invoice,  & 
ten  per  cent,  w  ith  demurrage  and 
every  other,  charge  ;  that  'hey 
fhoukl  not  go  into  a  court  of  ad- 
miralty,  bul  be  fettled  by  four  re- 
fpectable  merchants  of  the  city  of 
London.'' 

CHARLESTON,  Auguft  6. 
Yefterday  arrived  thejioop  Cam- 
den Jacket,  Flood,  St.  Mary's,  two 
days. 

Captain  Flood  informs,  that  on 
Saturday  evening  1  ait  two  Spanifh 
brigs,  a  fchooner  and  a  hoop,  came 
intobt,  Mary's  riser  from  the  Ha- 
vannah,  w  ith  a  numbea  of  regular 
troops  and  militia,  to  difpoflehl 
fome  Frenchmen  of  Amelia  idand, 
wliere  they  had  begun  to  throw  up 
fome  fmall  works;  the  Frenchmen, 
abour  forty  in  number,  faw  them 
time  enough  to  make  their  efcape 
to  the  main  in  their  boats. 

Captain  Flood  was  detained  by 
one  of  the  brigs  upwards  of  feven 
hours;  he  underftood  hat  an  ex- 
prefs  had  been  fent  from  .St.  Au- 
y  uftine  to  rite  Havannah,  to  inform 
tlie  governor  of  iiie  French  being 
in  poflellion  of  Amelia,  in  conle- 
qnence  of  which  this  armament 
was  ferft  to  drive  them  oft'. 

One  of  the  brigs  carried  i'8  guns 
the  other  16  ;  the  fchooner  capt. 
Flood  underftood  to  be  the  Mere 
Michel. 

NORFOLK,  Auguft  12. 
Laft  evening  arrived  here  the 
Schooner  Hannah,  Capt.  Grant, 
20  days  from  St.  Vincents.  The 
captain  informs  that  1  5,000  troops 
have  arrived   at  Gualoupe  from 
Fiance,  about  tlie  firit  of  July  j 
under  a  ftrong  convoy  ,    that  in 
confequence,  all  the  lhips  of  war 
at  St.  Vincents,  except  a  twenty 
gun  lhip,  had  put  to  fea,  to  inter- 
cept a  force  they  momently  expect- 
ed againft  the  iliand  ;  that  the  En- 
glifh  bad  made  an  nnfuccef  t  a] 
tack  on  St.  Lucie,  on  the  tctli  of 
July;  and  that  the  French 
St.  Lucie  are  continually  h  i;  rul- 
ing the  inhabitants  of  St.  Vincents.

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HE  Lexington  meeting 
proceeds,  "  Becaufe,  Jay  has  da- 
red to  cede  and  that  to  Britilh'fub- 
jects,  a  part  of  the  American  loiJ, 
and  has  moreover  fubmifted  the 
bounds  of  fuch  ceftion  to  the  dif- 
cretion  of  the  Britilh  king."  Is 
this  true  \  Far  from  it.  Tiiere  is 
nothing  in  the  treaty  which  can 
jullifyit.  If  there  is,  let  the  mee- 
ting, or  any  one  of  them  produce 
it. 

Again,  "  Becaufe  the  whole  of 
the  tiritilh  debts  with  intcrelt  are 
fuddled  ultimately  on  the  whole 
people  of  the  United  States;  a 
thing  not  even  alked  for  or  expect- 
ed by  the  molt  griping  creditor." 
Surely  this  meeting  imagined  that 
the  treaty  was  never  read  ;  or 
they  could  not  have  alierted  things 
fo  grollly  erroneous.  The  treaty 
of  peace  of  1783  having  declared 
in  article  the  fourth,  "  That  cre- 
ditors on  either  fide  mall  meet 
with  no  lawful  impediment ,  to  the 
recovery  of  the  full  value  in  fter- 
ling  money,  of  all  bona  fide  debts 
heretofore  contracted."  And  com- 
plaint having  been  made  that  in 
confequence  of  itiwftfl  impediments, 
Contrary  to  that  treaty,  the  Britifli 
creditors  hail  fullained  lolles  and 
damages.  This  treaty  provides, 
that  tae  United  Stales  will  make 
good  fuch  lolles,  and  damages  as 
were  occalioned  by  fuch  lawful  im- 
pediments. And  it  provides  for 
nothing  more. 

Again  the  meeting  proceeds, 
"  Becaufe  it  (the  treaty)  has  wa- 
ved all  claim  for  the  value  of  the 
negroes  plundered  and  carried  off 
in  violation  of  the  treaty  of  178;, 
to  the  total  ruin  of  many  of  the 
owner.*."  It  is  true,  the  treaty  has 
not  faid  a  word  about  negroes. 
And  this  is  th  firlt  time  that  I  have 
heard,  that  any  were  plundered  va 
violation  of  the  treaty  of  1783. 
But  I  imagine  that  fuch  negroes 
and  other  pioperty  as  were  tarried 
away  contrary  to  that  treaty  may 
for  any  thing  in  this  treaty,  be  the 
fubject  of  Further  difpute— nego- 
tiation— or  war — if  a  doubtful 
claim  to  twelve  or  fifreen  hundred 
negroes,  be  worth  either. 

«<  But  laftly  and  principally,  be- 
caufe this  govcrment  ^of  Great 
Britain)  is  and  has  long  been  to- 
tally deltitute  of  that,  without 
which,  treaties  be^  ome  only  plots 
and  robberies,  faith.  Her  mag- 
nanimity Ihews  itfelf  through  this 
Indian's  tomahawk  and  fcalping 
knife  ;  her  friendlhip  in  the  Alge- 
3  in.'  cruifers  j  and  her  truth,  ho- 
neily  and  jultice,  in  violating  the 
treaty  of  1783  ;  detaining  the 
polls,  in  her  commercial  regula- 
tions, and  in  her  late  robberies  of 
the  American  vell'els."  This  is 
but  one  lide  of  the  Itory.  It  is  in- 
deed "  Ail  kftonijhing  concentration 
of  abufes."  The  Britilh  it  is  pro- 
bable would  Itrikc  of?  the  lalt  let- 
ter of  the  word  abufes — it  would 
then  (land  abufe. 

But  "  The  alliance  of  fuch  a 
corrupt,  degenerate,  and  finking 
government  ought  religioully  to 
be  avoided  by  the  American  peo- 
ple." Here  then  we  have  the  fe- 
ci  et;  the  clue  to  the  reft  of  the 
politics    of     til  is     meeting — we

here,' ati/£ imagine  Low  thofe  in- 
juries fo  complained  of,  are  to  be 
redrefted  without  a  treaty —  r*or 
myfelf,  I  confcl.*  I  know  but  one 
other  way— that  is  by  repnfal.  and 
w  ar.  What  are  the  people  or"  A« 
niericato  expect  from  war?  Thofe

M.vNIFESTETH: 

TlIAT  the  late  treaty  con- 
cluded on  at  London  w  ith  his  bri- 
tannic  majelty,  by  John  Jay  envoy 
extraordinary  trom  the  United 
States  of  America  ;  is  inimical  to 
the  rights,  liberties,  and  dearelt 
privileges  of  the  citizens  of  the 
latter— in  as  much,  as  it  cedes  to 
Great  Britain  certain  immunities 
and  advantages,  which  no  one  na- 
tion upon  earth  has  a  light  to  de- 
mand of  another,  emancipated 
from  its  yoke.  The  fpecification 
of  thefe,  would  be  arrogance  in 
us  ;  we  refer  it  to  yourtelf — But 
we  alk  :  Has  haughty  Albion  a 
right  to  withhold  from  U«  fome  of 
our  moil  invaluable  pollelfions  and 
property,  without  making  an  in- 
demntticatfoh,  !  And  then  to  add 
inluk  to  injury,  by  her  perfidious 
piomifts  of  future  reparation  ? 
T he  indignancy  of  rcfentment  for 
the  lofs  or  her  American  Colonies, 
lias  not  yet  cooled  in  her  bottom. 
A  feries  of  conduct  confoicuoully 
pernicious  to  the  inter 6 ft  of  united 
America,  has  uniformly  marked 
her  councils,  finie  the  termination 
of  the  late  war.  And  liiould  you,  - 
lir,  concur  with  the  Senate  in  the 
fignature  of  that  treaty,  our  prog- 
nostication :r.,thatweitern  America 
is  gone  forever— -loft  to  the  union, 
and  grafped  by  the  voracious  clut- 
ches of  the  infatiableand  iniquitous 
George  the  third  of  Britain. — We, 
fir,  would  ftrtiggle,  even  in  our  ex- 
piring moments,  to  ward  of  fo  hor- 
rid an  evil  ■  yet  we  are  terribly 
apprehend ve,  that  the  finelle,  du- 
plicity and  intrigue  of  that  latani- 
cally  indultrious  government,  will 
finally  prevail. — The  treaty  like- 
wife  contravenes  our  compact  with 
France  1  Is  not  gratitude  due  to 
her  ?  Shall  we  chlcard  our  obli- 
gations to  that  nation  ?  The 
iniiid  of  every  man  not  rendered 
callous  to  the  ties  of  human  en- 
gagements, mult  recoil  at  the  very 
i  lea.  The  bofom  concealed  by 
fchemes  of  private  pecuniary  fpe- 
culations,  may  prefer  an  union 
with  Great  Britain  :  But  the  vir- 
tuous and  patriotic  citizens  of  A- 
merica  (who,  we  trult  in  Heaven 
Hill  compofc  a  majority  among  us) 
cannot  16  eafily  forget  their  old 
triends  and  magnanimous  allies, 
as  not  molt  fervently  to  deprecate 
the  final  ratification  of  our  late 
treaty  with  his  Bi  itannic  niajellv. — 
You  have  laved  us  once  at  the  head 
of  the  military  ;  pray  faVe  us  now 
at  the  head  of  the  civil' authority. 
The  annals  of  hiltory  prefent  us 
with  few  examples  of  an  opportu- 
nity being  olfered  to  an  illuttri- 
otis  patriot,  of  twice  refcuing  his 
country  from  impending  ruin,  and 


fhejaws  of  tyranny  and  defpotifm — 
Ihould  you  do  it,  fir,  you  will  be 
doubly  glorious  !  twice  immortal  ! 
The  exiltence  of  brafs  and  marble 
fhall  be  a  fading  flower,  a  mere 
gaudy  tulip,  a  m;ft  that  lliall  eva- 
po-ate  by  the  force  of  every  gentle 
gale  that  may  intervene ;  when 
compared  to  the  durability  of  your 
name.

However  it  is  that  fo  much  lloth 
and  indolence  has  crept  into  the 
bofoms  of  freemen,  I  cannot  tell, 
but  lure  I  am  the  lituatiou  of  A- 
mericans  was  never  more  alarm- 
ing than  it  is  at  prefent  ;  we  no  v 
begin  to  feel  the  effects  of  the 
(new  or)  Federal  Conllitution  ; 
the  nerves  of  the  bill  of  rights  was 
too  weak,  we  mult  have  wronger 
ones  lixt,  and  have  a  man  fee  up 
with  more  than  kingly  power,  in 
order  that  we  might  enjoy  a  more 
defpotic  government  than  former- 
ly, for  I  am  fure  no  other  reaf  >ns 
ever  was  given,  and  the  cry  of  an- 
archy alvvays  proves  that  the  ru- 
lers wifll  to  cltablilh  defpotifm  ; 
therefore  let  us  try  to  do  fome- 
thing  now  tor  the  fecurity  of  Ame- 
rican liberty,  and  be  aware  of  that 
diabolical  cry  hereafter.

vention; and  after  being  elected 
deceived  his  conltituents  and  gave 
his  vote  pointedly  contrary  to 
what  he  knew  to  be  their  wilh.
